Richard Cardinal Cushing of 
Boston, an old family friend, 
said a few weeks ago Kennedy 
should retire from politics and 
public life to be more available 
to the 12 fatherless children of 
his two slain brothers. 
Michael V. DiSalle, former 
governor and U.S. senator from 
Ohio, has announced he will 
p lace 
K ennedy’s 
name 
in 
nomination for president at the 
Democratic National Convention 
next month. 
Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey let it be known last 
week he’d be happy to have 
Kennedy as his running mate on 
the Democratic ticket. But he 
said Monday night in a New

BOSTON (AP) — "Y ou’ve made 
a disaster area out of what used 
to be the moat beautiful part of 
Boston," Chief Justice Elijah 
Adlow told some 80

charged in Municipal Court with 
violating a midnight curfew on 
Boston Common. 
Adlow made the comment 
Monday when the group was 
arraigned. Sixty-aeven, including 
13 women, 
were taken into 
custody early Sunday morning 
and the rest early Monday. 
Norman S. Zalkind, a lawyer 
representing the hippies, told the 
court they “ were looking for 
something.” 
“ Whatever it is, they w ont 
find it at Beacon and Charles 
Streets (the northwest comer of

C om m on)," 
the 
judge 
replied.

Holders of the last 162 votes 
in the Democratic session set to 
open in Chicago Aug. 36 are to 
be named in state conventions in 
Virginia, Kentucky and Utah,

committee in Louisiana. 
Among the Republicans the 
major changes in publicly stated 
first ballot positions of delegates 
■nee last week were breakdowns 
of the Oklahoma and Kentucky 
votes. 
Gov. 
Dewey 
Bartlett 
of 
Oklahoma plans to release his 22 
favorite son votes before the 
first ballot and they split 14 for 
former Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon and 8 for California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Kentucky’s 24 divided 18 for 
Nixon, 2 for Rockefeller, and 4 
listed uncommitted because they 
were only rated probably 2 for 
each of the candidates. 
The Republicans meet three 
weeks ahead of the Democrats, 
in Miami Beach. 
On the Democratic side the 
%UgMf shift was a pick-up of K 
votes for Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey in New York, 
mostly from a breakdown of 
delegate preferences on the 67 
at-large votes doled out by the 
state committee.

"Five days later Callanan 
drew a check for $869.05 on the 
political fund, payable to Mias 
Dunlop, then signed it himaelf 
and

deposited in her account at Sen. 
Long’s Canton State Bank in 
Canton, Mo.” 
Life lists the congressional 
and presidential campaign funds 
which received money from the

demonstration of the Senator’s

magazine—after detailing money 
given to Long by the steamfitter 
political fund—gives this account 
of the matter. 
“ Callanan has boasted that 
all these contribution to Sen. 
Long’s ‘campaigns’ were more 
than 
expenditures 
in 
the 
interests of good government. 
They paid solid dividends. 
“ EARLY 
IN 
1965, 
for 
example,” Life says, "the federal 
public housing agency was about 
to open bids on a $24.5 million 
low-income project (Blumeyer) 
intended 
to swiftly supplant 
slums 
which had 
been 
tom 
down. 
"Quick completion of the 
ousing was considered absolutely 
vital 
to 
relieving 
St. 
Louis’ 
ghetto tensions. 
"But the consturction was 
suddenly brought to a halt, Hie 
designers had engineered five of 
the project’s high-rise buildings 
for 
electric 
heat—and 
Larry 
Callanan wasn’t having any of 
that,” Life says. 
“ He wanted pipefitters, not 
electrical workers, on those jobs. 
As he later explained it at a 
union gathering, he had simploy 
flown to Washington and ‘talked 
to Eld Long.’ 
"As a key member of the 
Senate housing subcommittee, 
Long 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
const ru cti on 
delayed. 
The 
project was redesigned for gas 
heat-and Callanan’s men got to 
work. 
“The Electricians, Callanan 
reminded his members, hadn’t 


been nearly as generous with the 
junior senator from Missouri as 
had Local 562,” the magazine 
says.

article, Life 
describes

Fortas’ Washington law firm. 
This is the third article to 
appear in Life in 15 months 
dealing, at least in part, with 
Sen. Long and his activities. 
Contacted Sunday by The 
G lobe-D em ocrat 
about 
this 
latest article, the senator said: 
“This is just part of their 
(Life’s) continued 
smear and 
a tt e m p t 
to 
influence 
the 
elections in Missouri. That is my 
only comment.” 
T he 
article, 
by 
William 
Lambert, is based on Callanan, 
his power and political spending. 
The magazine says it has been 
looking into Callanan’s political 
operations and his Pipefitters 
Voluntary Political, Educational, 
Legislative, Charity and Defense 
Fun “for several months—ever 
since Callanan’s name turned up 
in the affairs of . . .

Madrid Bend, Kentucky, Is Almost Encircled by Missouri and Is Tied to Tennessee

NEW M ADRID. M o.. July 20 
SH ARECRO PPERS HAVE LIV ED on the tongue of land called 
M adrid Bend for years, content in their isolation, not too interested in 
the m ixed-up geography of the region. 
But now the sharecroppers are feeling 
the force of automation The job that was 
once a fcving — nursing and caring for 
the cotton crop — has been taken over by 
machinery. 
This tost point of land oo the Mississip­ 
pi nver is part of the large floodpiain 
area that comprises the Missouri Bo^t- 
heel. The nver flows south here, suddenly 
m akes a sharp swing to flow back north, 
makes a second turn and again heads to­ 
ward Dixie. In this bottleneck is a fem e 
area of cotton land inhabited by about 
200 persons 
This geographical confusion, in which a 
part of Kentucky is lost behind a finger of 


Missouri and an outcropping of Tennes­ 
see. ts caused by the vagaries of Old Man 
River. The narrow-necked pocket n called 
Madrid Bend 
People in Madrid Bend are Kentuck­ 
ians. but they go to church and schuot in 
Tennessee. And unless you scan your map 
closely. you’U think that Madrid Bend is 
pert of Tennessee. Then you see your 
mistake. It h m K e n t u c ky. However, 
there is no physical connection with the 
mother state. 
Madnd Bend is less than half a mile in 
width at the neck of the bottle But it is 
m >re than 40 miles around the perimeter 
of the b o t t l e itself. Withm this giant 


horseshoe, K e n t u c k i a n * shop, go to 
church, see their movies, not m their na­ 
tive state but in Tennessee. 
And they are almost completely sur­ 
rounded by Missouri. Not an inch of this 
bottle touches Kentucky, yet the Benders 
pay Kentucky taxes. They vote in Ken­ 
tucky elections. Yet they must travel orer 
50-odd miles of Tennessee highways to get 
to their own county seat community of 
Hickman, Ky. 
If engineers dredged a canal through 
the narrow neck of the bottle today, it 
would chop off 40 miles from the length of 
the Mississippi river. Why hasn’t it been 
done? It might upset the ••balance" of the 
entire river system due to elevation in 
area topography. 
The big question native Benders are 
asking is this: Why are we Kentuckians 
when we could be Missourians or Tennes­ 
seans?

Some Benders say that it was the fault 
of a surveyor who tipped his bottle too 
much. Others insist this crazy loop of t re 
Virsnssippt was caused in the great earth­ 
quakes of 1811, when the current of th# 
nver actually stood still, and 25,000 acre# 
of land nearby sank four to 14 feet, form­ 
ing today's sportsman’* paradise called 
Reelfoot lake. 
-.BUT HISTORIANS shake their heads 
H both theories. They insist that in I860 
both Tennessee and Kentucky sent com­ 
missioners out to settle their own particu­ 
lar boundary lines. The commissioners 
had orders to follow generally a line i xed 
by Virginia years before It was further 
agreed that west of the Tenne see river, 
the line would follow parallel 36 30. 
Starting from the west, the commission­ 
ers were faced with the Madnd Bend 
problem T e n n e s s e e claimed the 7000 
acres inside the bend, simply because it 
was completely severed from Kentucky. 
However, they could not overcome the 
fact chat it was actually north of parallel 
.16 30. So Madnd Bend became Kentucky
